LOUISIANA, 


The Sale 
by France to the United 


States. 


George W. Cable in The Century. 


In congress debate narrowed down to the 


question whether New Orleans and tbe Flor- 
idas should be bought or simply swept down 
upon and taken. But the eieoutive depart- 
ment was already negotiating; and, about tbe 
time of Lauasat'8 landing iu Louisiana. 
Messrs. Livingston and Monroe were com- 
missioned to treat with France for a cession of 
New Orleans and the Floridos, ''or aa much 
thereof as the actual proprietor can be pre- 
vailed on to part with." 


Bonaparte easily saw the larger, but uncou- 


fessed wish of the United States. Louisiana, 
always light to get and heavy to hold, was slip- 
ping even from his grasp. He was about to 
rush into war with the English. "They have," 
he exclaimed passionately to his ministers, 
'•twenty ships of war iu the gulf of Mexico. 
* * * I hare cot a moment to lose input- 
ting it (his new acquisition) out of their reach. 
They (the American commissioners) only ask 
of me one town in Louisiana; bat!already 
consider the colony is entirely lost." And a 
little later, walking in the garden of St. Cloud, 
he added to Marbois—whom ho trusted rather 
than Talleyrand—-"Well! you have charge of 
the treasury; 1st them give yon one hundred 
million francs, pay their own claims, and tike 
the whole country." When the minister said 
something about the rights of the colonists, 
"Send your maxima to the London market," re- 
torted the first uoniul. 
, 
- 
The price finally agreed upon (was eighty 


million francs, out of which the twenty million 
franca of American citizens' claims due by 
France wero to be paid, and Louisiana was 
bought. 


On tbe 88th of November, 1803, with troops 
drawn in line on the Place d'Anneu, and with 
discharges of artillery, Salcedo, fitly typifying, 
in his infirm old age the decaying kingdom 
which he represented, delivered to Lauaaat, in 
the hall of the cabildo, the keys of New pr- 
leans; while Cuaa. Calva, splendid in accom- 
plishments, titles and appearance, declared 
the people of Louisiana absolved from their 
allegiance to Spain. From the flag-staff in the 
square the Spanish colors descended, tha 
French took their place, and the dominion of 
Spain in Louisiana was at an end. 


On Monday, the 20th of the following De- 


cember, with similar ceremonies, Lausaat 
turned the province and the keys of its port 
over to Commissioners Claiborce and Wilkin- 
son. The French tricolor, which had floated 
over the Place d'Armes for but twenty da; 
gave place to the stars and stripes, and New 
Orleans was au American town.

DECATUB IN FRANCE AND ITALY. 


INTEBESTIHO EXTRACTS OP BECEST LET- 


TERS FROM ME. Xt !•. BTJBKOWS. 


NICB, FBANCE, Feb. 25—We arrived 


here from Paris via Marseilles to- 
day after a delightful stop of a day 
at the latter city. Here we find this 
great winter resort crowded with 
fashionable visitors from all over the 
world. We took a walk this morn- 
ing along the fashionable promenade 
by the sea shore and it was a sight 
long to bo remembered. Everything 
is tropiciJ here, and oranges and 
other trojjical fruits are growing ev- 
erywhere 
We are much pleased so 


far with our southern tour. This 
afternoon we start for Monte Carlo. 
The weather is like summer, and a 
sun umbrella is a necessity. 


PISA, 
ITALY, Feb. 26.—We left 


Nice yesterday and had a delightful 
ride of an hour along the'sea by rail 
to the famous resort, Monte Carlo, 
in the little kingdom of Monaco. 
All the way here the shore is lined 
with magnificent villas and hotels, 
looking o it on the sea. This little 
kingdom of 
Monaco, 
16 
miles 


square, it. governed by the Prince of 
Monaco, with a standing army ot 50 
men, whose princely revenues are de- 
rived from the gambling done here. 
The whole tract is covered with 
elegant hotels and lovely gardens, 
and the Prince has selected the most 
prominent and picturesque site for 
the temple in which the principal 
gambling is carried on. During my 
visits to the castles and palaces of 
royalty in England and France I 
saw nothing to compare with the 
lavish expenditure of money in the 
way of ornamentation and decoration 
to be found here. 
The temple is di- 


vided into three great parts. First, 
a grand promenade hall; second, the 
concert hall; and finally, the most 
important of all, the gambling rooms., 
Here money seems to be of no value. 
Princes, lords, and titled gentlemen 
and ladies constitute the bulk of the 
patrons. 
The great game is roulette, 


played on tables which will accom- 
modate ubout 25 players. The.table 
has a wheel in the center, and as the 
master o,' ceremonies gives it a whirl 
those around the table place their 
money upon the different numbers 
painted on the green table cover, and 
wait for the wheel to stop to see who 
wins. Thousands are won and lost 
at every turn of the wheel. I stood 
by the s de of a man and saw him 
lose 24,000 francs (nearly $5,000) in 
two turns of the wheel, and he did 
not even change color. A great 
many pley all day, and none bet less 
than a thousand francs at a time. 
We were pointed to an English lady 
who is said to have won a million 
francs in the last week. 
Truly this 


is the gambler's paradise. 
As many 


ladies as gentlemen are playing, and 
of all ages, from the damsel of 20 to 
the dowager of 75. We attended the 
the afternoon and evening concerts 
at the temple given by an orchestra 
of 70 pi(«es, and of course they fur 
nished us a rare treat. With the 
exceptioa of an hour at Genoa, we 
were on the road all day yesterday 
after leaving Monte Carlo and en 
joyed the lively scenery very much 
when wo were not going through tun 
nels, of which we passed through 
150. 
To-morrow wo will go on to 


Roino ai'ter seeing the sights here.

river in November, or possibly Octo- 
ber. 
The time selected will be as 


late in tho fall prior to the meeting 
of congress as possible, in order that 
the inspection may be made when 
the river will presumably bo 
low.

AN INFERNAL MACHINE. 


An Irishman's Device for Destroying Eng- 


lish Property. 


HEW YORK, March 19.—John B. King, 
tbe Irish chemist of Brooklyn who devotes 
much of his time to devising methods for 
destroying English property, thinks that he 
has Invented the right thing at last. It Is a 
thin globe made of water-proof cement. It 
ie fire-proof and a non-conductor of heat. 
Through the axis of this globe U run i 
steel wire and on that Is strung a glass 
tube. This tube IB filled with acid and 
hermetically sealed to the wire. The globe 
around the tube 1> filled with a compound 
well known to cbemliU, which, King says, 
will explode with a greater force than dy- 
namite 
whenever 
the 
acid 
in tbe tube comas In contact with It, 
Over all Is a thin iron shell. From a small 
receptacle for fulminate in the surface of 
the iron shell an Iron fork runs down to the 
glass tube. The explosion of the fulminate 
will drive the fork through the tube. To 
drop the bomb on what are considered In- 
accessible buildings, Mr. King proposes to 
scud it up at night, attached to a balloon 
by means of a fuse. Light platinum wires 
servo at once as guys to direct the balloon 
to the right place and 
a» conductors to 
carry a current of 
electricity, which 


by 
firing 
the 
fuse, 
lets 
the 
bomb drop. At night, he says, detection 
will be Impossible and there will be little 
loss of life.

Some Queer i)lsUes« 


What about worm*. for iustance? 
I 


do not mean the common earthworm, 
si whose agricultural ett'oiU Mr Ittirwin 
descants ID so learned and interesting 
a way. The earthworm, as far as I am 
aware, ia not used as a staple article of 
food in any part of the world, bat mere- 
ly 83 a resource among certain tribes of 
Indiana ia time of famine, nnd is no 
more tt> be elnssed as an ordinary arti- 
cle of diet with them than leather or 
canvas soaked in grease is with us; al- 
though both these, as well as other curi- 
ous th nga, have often been had recourse 
to by < ast away sailors in the attempt to 
satisfy the cravings of hunger. The an- 
nelid I refer to is a marine species, and 
ia looked upon as a gr/at luxury by all 
th* native* of the South Sea Islands. It 
lives in the coral reefs, and from the 
middlo of October to the end of Novem- 
ber comes to the surface at sunrise in 
immense number*; and great is the 
commotion a«d excitement nmong the 
people on the first appearance of the 
little titranger. 
Its arrival is always 


heralded by feasts; and during the 
Balolo or worm-mouth, all the native* 
wax ft t and lusty on this their favorite 
article of food. 
The worm is curiously 


punctual in its appearance, almost to a 
flay; und the month-, in which it ap- 
pears ire respectively called the litue 
and big Balolo months. 
From early 


dawn an the expected day, scouts are 
place*1 on the hills and rocks command- 
ing a view of the reefs; and no sooner 
does the long-expected shoal appear 
than til the woodeu drums in the neigh- 
boring; villages are sounded, and the 
entire population, big and little, young 
and eld, sound and lame, rush to the 
beach; and while the able-bodied ones 
help t> launch the canoci, the remain- 
der S'1! to work to dig and heat the 
ovens, or to ilisruss the chances of a 
good or bad worm season. 


Fleets ol canoes sw.irming with people, 
til armed with nets, at once put 
off, 


•nd s< oop up the worms in huge quan- 
tities ; they are then taken ashore and 
handid over to the cooks, who, after 
adding a certain quantity of cocoa-nut 
milk, specially prepared for the pur- 
pose, tie them up in young banana 
loaves, which have been previously 
passed over the fire to toughen them, 
and then bake them for some time in 
an ovun, when they are ready for con- 
sumpl ion, and are* often sent, round as 
presents to friends, just as game is 
aiuon.; ourselves. 


Dr. Stradling mentions white ants, 


but does not appear to have tasted 
them 
allow me to tell him that 


they are "dear little things" when prop- 
erly triad in their own fat; plump, 
sweet, and satisfying; but curiously un- 
like aits in appearance. They are gen- 
erally rouuh esteemed as food by the na- 
tives of most of the countries in which 
they i re found. 


I'orpoise and whale are also edible. I 


have tried both, and found porpoise 
liver excellent, and not to be distin- 
guished from that of pip. Of the flesh, 
however, I can hardly speak so highly, 
as It requires both good cooking and a 
long abstinence iroiu fresh meat to 
make it at all palatable. Our ancestors, 
however, were of a different opinion, as 
in olden time? it was highly esteemed, 
and MB generally find the "porpuss" 
figuring as a distinguished dish in most 
of tli1) groat banquets ot middle ages. 
But if the flesh of the porpoise is coarse 
and indifferent, that of his big cousin 
the w hale is still more so; and the only 
time I tasted it I found the meat ex- 
ceedingly coarse and tough, as well as 
pormoated with a nauseous taste and 
smell of train-oil. The tongue, however, 
is said to be much better, but it never 
has come under my observation. Whale's 
milk s by no means lo be despised. 


Sln.rk, the full-grow n fish, is detesta- 


ble— toujrli, and of a terribly i auk smell. 
It is rarely eaten by white men except 
undei pressure of" extreme necessity; 
but the native* of the Smith Seas view 
it in r. different light, and look upon the 
mons er as a special luxury. Moreover, 
it XPM- Zealand Maori knows no greater 
treat than a shark that has been kept 
tin'il high enough to be unapproachable 
wit hi i twpntj yards of any one but a 
nativo. 
Hut with u young shark of the 


brown variety the caie is differsnt, and 
1 wcl remember, during a live months' 
rcMuinnOH 'it (>|iara, having many a good 
meal of Im-d cutlet•• cut from young 
nli:ul^.tli> ' rmir tt'ot loni;; and atlas! 
wo c mi'' ii 1' ol> upon it as the best fish 
there 
In Uilc and appearance it re- 


minded one more ot sturgeon than any- 
thing eUf 
It likewise resembled the 


lattci lUh in having gristle instead ol 
bone,; and was muuh superior both in 
firmness and flavor to the British dog- 
fish, which 1 afterward triad.—Cham- 
bers' Journal.
